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RESUME OF ILLINOIS REPORT 


YATES ON FIRE INSURANCE STATUS. 





Shows that Profit Last Year Was Not as 
Favorable as Those Previous—Con- 
traction of Facilities Breeds 


Lloyds. 

In giving the figures on Illinois fire business 
for last year, Superintendent Yates shows a 
oss ratio of 57.98 per cent in 1901; 61.69 for 
1900, and 66.46 for 1899. The expense ratio 
was 34.34 per cent last year, 35.30 in 1900, 
and 35.88 per cent in 1899. In commenting 

1 ‘ 
on the situation, he says: 
Comparison Is Given with 1901. 

‘The above figures are based on both fire 
and marine business. In the calculation com 
missions are included in expenses, but divi 
dends are not. While the percentages above 
given show a more favorable ratio of losses 
to premiums and losses to total income in 
1901 than in either of the two previous years, 
this does not warrant the conclusion that a 
lower loss ratio was actually experienced in 
1got than in the preceding years, but rather 
indicates an improvement and advance in pre- 
mium rates. The actual results of the busi- 
ness, as shown by the figures in detail in the 
tables following, support this conclusion, both

of expenses to income, each year shows an 
impre vement over the preceding year.

Underwriting Capacity Is Reduced. 

“The retirement of twenty-four companies 
during the past year and the entrance of but 
seven has materially reduced the underwriting 
canacity in this State and increased the diffi 
culty. which even before was experienced, of 
satisfactorily placing large lines of insurance. 
This condition coinciding with a period of de 
velopment and expansion of business enter 
prises renders the situation still more unfor- 
tunat¢ 

“For some years past many of the citizens 
and business enterprises of the State have ex- 


perienced difficulty in in duly author- 
ized corporations the f insurance de- 
sired. This aggravated the difficulty. The re- 


tirement of so large a number of companies 


obtaining

prises toward centralization of capital. While

Many Lioyds Have Been Organized. 

‘This inadequacy in insurance facilities has 
induced the exploitation of quite a number of 
Lloyds and individual underwriters associa- 
tions in the past two or three years. These 
institutions do not report their financial con- 
dition to this department and are not under 
its supervision. As their promoters are not 
required to comply with any requirements of 


the statute in respect to financial condition, 
and as their ability to meet the obligations 
they assume is not subject to official investi- 
gation, the insurer who deals with them must 
do so at his own risk and on his own re- 
sponsibility. 
Two Per Cent Tax Decision. 
‘The case pending in the Supreme Court 


appeal from the Sangamon County Circuit 
Court at the date of the last report of the de- 
partment, involving a construction of the act 
of April_19, 1899, imposing on insurance coni- 
panies, other than life, a tax of 2 per cent of 


the gross amount of premiums received by 
them for business done in this State, as a 
condition precedent to the privilege of doing 
business in the State, has been decided. The 
opinion of the court holds that the statute 
does not contemplate the collection of this 


tax on the amount of premiums received by a 


company. and afterwards upon cancellation of 
the policies. returned bv it as the unearned 
portion of the premium thereon. Consequently 


the companies have this year been allowed to 
deduct from the amount of premiums received 
on business in the State the amount of re- 
turn premiums paid on canceled policies, hbe- 
fore com puting the amount of taxes payable. 


Question as to Reinsurance. 


‘The decision of the court, however, does 
not determine the question as to premiums on 
business reinsured. The suit as originaily 
brought in the Circuit Court involved the 
question of taxation of both return Premiums, 
and premiums for reinsurance. Unfortunately 
the contention as to taxation of premiums on 
reinsurance was eliminated or abandoned by 
the companies before the case reached the 
Supreme Court, consequently its decision did 
not reach this point. Under the circumstances 
the superintendent felt warranted in requiring 
the payment of the tax on total premiums, in- 
cluding premiums on reinsurances. deducting 


only return premiums, as a condition prece- 
dent to continuing the authoritv of compa- 
nies for the current year. In order. however, 
that thev might have an opportunity of set- 
tling this question also by judicial decision, 
and desiring to facilitate such action. the pay- 
ment of the tax on reinsurance premiums was

Western Fire, Marine and Plate Glass. 

“The Western Fire, Marine and Plate 

Glass Insurance Company of Aurc ra, which 


was placed in the hands of a receiver in 1900, 
reappeared during the past vear. Parties who 
were formerly connected with it obtained nos- 
session of the charter after the company had 
passed into the receiver’s hands. and attempted 
to reorganize and engage in business. An at- 
tempt on the part of the denartment to make 
ail examination as to its financial condition 
and legal right to exist and transact business 
as an incorporated company was resisted by 
those in charge of the concern. An order was 
obtained from the Superior Court of Cook 
c manty directing the company to permit and 
facilitate such examination bv the department. 
The report of 


this examination showed that 

the character of its capital and nretended in- 
iments and its financial condition were in- 
adequate for the protection of policvholders 
and did not warrant its continuance in busi 
ness. Accordingly an injunction was granted 
by the court restraining the company from 
transacting business and a receiver was ap- 


pointed. 
Cases of the Undergrounders. 
“The suits mentioned in the last report as 
having been begun by the department against 
a number of companies for transacting busi-

EXPLANATION TO THE ASSURED. 
In cases where the schedules have been ap 
plied, the Ohio Inspection Bureau sends out 
the following to agents: 

“We have this day mailed to our purchasers 
a supply of advisory rate books, covering 
risks in your city, in which are included es- 
timates on all risks inspected there a 
time ago by this bureau 

“As you are a representative in your city 
f some several fire insurance companies, w« 
think it only proper that you and the other 
representatives, be apprised of the manner in 
which we have arrived at the advisory esti- 
mates shown, and for this reason we address 
you this communication. A careful inspection 
of the water facilities and fire department was 
first made, and the basis rate thus obtained 
after a thorough consideration as to the ade- 
quacy this protection affords: The basis 
rate having been obtained in this manner, 
places all risks upon the same footing to begin 
with; to which defect charges are added as re- 
vealed by a personal inspection of each sepa- 
rate and individual risk. It thus remains 
clear that the best constructed, unexposed 
and non-hazardous risks are benefited by the 
lowest insurance rates. To place other risks 
upon which the rate may be higher, occasioned 
by undesirable features. upon the same basis 
comparatively, necessarily remains with prop- 
erty-owners to better or improve the physical 
condition of same. 

“We have scheduled each risk in your city 
separately and individually upon its own 
merits, and any cases the agents may care to 
bring to our attention it will afford us pleas 
ure to correspond with them, and point out 
in just what manner the risk can be improved

The expense of getting this business is be 
ing kept low, as no a ise in the agency or- 
ganization is needed and the first year’s com 
missions are low, supplemented, however, by 
a second year’s renewal. The agents being all 
industrial men appear to appreciate the fact 
that it is worth something to them to be with 
a company that 


is expanding rapidly 
which the 


and with 
chances of promotion are good. 
With this ability to reward agents through the 
industrial department, the company can get 
ordinary business on a lower commission than 
a company which has no such rewards to of 
fer, and can thus put up the reserve on so 
large a volume of new business without cut- 
ting into the general surplus as a new ordi 
nary company writing that much business 
would have to do. As might be expected, 
agents accustomed to write weekly premiums 
wrote much of the first ordinary business 
with quarterly premiums. This is showing 
a low lapse ratio for that class of business, 
and the agents are now being educated to 
write on the annual or semi-annual basis. 

In the industrial department the company 
has expanded during the year, both in terri- 
tory and volume of business. The number 
of districts has been increased from twenty- 
eight to forty, the last addition being that of 
Sguth Bend, Ind. The new districts in 
Pennsylvania and Indiana are doing remark- 
ably well, Industrial policies are now being 
issued from the home office at the rate of 
about three thousand a month. The industrial 
increase in July was twice that in the same 
nvonth last year, and five times that in July, 
1goo. 

The best gain made during the year, how 
ever, is the absolute knowledge—if there was 
any doubt on the subject—of the loyalty of 
the field force. The “crowded hours” of the 
past few months resulted in the loss of only 
eight men by the Western and Southern, and 
two of these were soon seeking to come back. 





DEATH OF CHARLES S. CLARK. 

Charles S. Clark, superintendent of agencies 
of the Security Mutual Life at Chicago, was 
stricken with paralysis in that city last Fri- 
day and died the next day. He had just re- 
turned to the service of the Security from the 
Equitable in Chicago.

WATCH THE AVARICIOUS ROADS. 

Personal accident companies are rather sts- 
picious of roads that ask for bids on their in- 
stalment business. While it is natural that 
roads should desire to get the best terms for 
its employes, yet the railroad accident busi- 
ness is not profitable, and when companies 
begin to cut on each other it is quite sure 
that the one that secures the business takes 
it at a loss. The Illinois Central is one of the 
hardest roads that companies have to contend 
with, as it attempts to beat the figures down 
as low as possible. 

+S ++ 
EXPLAINS THE REGISTRY COMPANIES. 

Regarding registry and identification com- 
panies, Superintendent Vorys of Ohio says: 

“Numerous so-called registry companies and 
identification companies have been in operation 
in the State for some time. They are not in- 
surance companies, and are not under the 
regulation of this or any other department of 
the State. The certificate of such company 1s 
usually sold in connection with the policy of a 
licensed casualty company, by the same agent, 
for one fixed price. In this manner, confu- 
sion has arisen respecting the proper status of 
such companies. Many persons purchase the 
certificates, or checks, under the misapprehen- 
sion that they are issued by the casualty com- 
pany, or in some manner guaranteed by it. 
It is recommended that proper provision be 
adopted by the regulation and supervision of 
such companies, requiring financial reports and 
a disclosure of such capital as the legislature 
may deem proper, and forbidding their opera- 
tions unless duly licensed.”

AETNA AND ITS AGENTS. 

Several of the life and accident agents of the 
ZEtna rather expected to receive the appoint- 
ment as managers of its liability branch in 
their respective localities. The A&tna took 
under consideration the advisability of making 
such appointments, but it is plain that the lia- 
bility business is a specialty in itself and such 
that cannot be handled by those unacquainted 
with its ins and outs. It is hardly likely that 
men versed cnly in life and accident insurance 
could take up an extensive liability business 
without training. The company will instruct its 
life and accident men to solicit employers’ lia- 
bility risks, but they will report to the liability 
manager, who will supervise their work. Em- 
ployers’ liability insurance is becoming more 
and more important and its intricacies are 
varied. It requires a high grade of talent to 
successfully manage it. 

+t ++ 
WOMEN AS ACCIDENT RISKS. 

Accident companies generally taboo women 
risks. Some have started “women’s depart- 
ments,” but as a rule the feminine class is 
not regarded as desirable. When a risk is 
written a careful investigation is made to see 
whether the woman has an income of, her 
own and that the weekly indemnity is not 
larger than that income. There is more or 
less moral hazard as to a woman, not the 
type that deliberately defrauds a company, but 
when an injury is received, the tendency is 
to remain at home. Whatever a man secures 
in weekly indemnity, his business demands his 
attention if it is thriving. He is impatient to 
return to work. A woman naturally prefers 
her home, and her work is such as can usually 
be delegated to others without any sacrifice. 
Hence she feels no great responsibility and can 
remain at home without inconvenience. There 
is a propensity, therefore, to take advantage 
of the situation.
